RHINOCEROS HUNTING, 

The following extract of a letter from 
gives a good account of a day passed in 
hunting the rhinoceros during the late 
Nepal war:

Letter from Paris. 


Panis, Wednesday, June 12, 1867 
T resume my correspondence where [| 
left offin my last, when I was about to 
set. out with a gentleman, a fellow board- | 
er, for the Pantheon, Palace of the Lux- | 
emburg, and other places of interest. 
This is a terribly warm day and having 
just returned from a three hours’ sojourn 
in the “Exposition” I feel somewhat | 
“wilted,” and have divested myself of all 
superfluous clothing in order to “cool 
off.” The weather since my arrival here 
has been extremely warm, so that [have 
found my thick clothing quite uncomfort- | 
able. 
Paris abounds with Cathedrals o if | 
greater or less renown, and many of them 


are of great antiquity and exceeding 
beauty. The “Pantheon” is one of these. 
It is something like a century old and 


was originally intended for a receptacle 
of the distinguished dead of France, gut 


is now used as a Church. Along with a 
number of other visitors, and under the 


guidance of one of the beadles, a fantas- 
tic yet serious appearing individual, we 
entered the Ory pt—a dark, pokerish kind 
of place, ¢ omposed of narrow, dark-stone 
passages, where the resting place of Souf- 
flot, the architect of the Church, Voltaire, 
Rousseau and numerous others were 
pointed out.

Desert on the coast of Maine, by the up 
setting of a boat, and the drowning of 
eight persons, will cast a cloud over the 
boating by sea-side excursionists during 
the present season. Such a sudden tran- 
sition from life to death, and the high re- 
spectability and personal worth of the 
tthe attention of 
all, and cause us to exclaim upon the uncer- 


parties, may well arre 


tainty of life, and call out sympathy for 
the kindred and friends who have been 
pierced through with a sharp sorrow by 
this berevement.

Mr. Editor:—My residence is locat- 
ed near the Boston and Lowell Rail- 
road, so near to it that the almost con- 
tinuous rumble and jar of the cars is 
easily heard, and felt, both day and 
night.

Tre POWER OF A GROWING TREE. 
Walton Hall had at one time its own 
corn-mill, and when that inconvenient 
necessity no longer existed, the mill-stone 
was laid in an orebard and forgotten 
The diameter of this circular stone 
measured five feet and a half. while its 
depth averaged seven inches throughout, 
its central hole had a diameter of eleven 
inches. 


By mere accident, some bird or 
squirrel had dropped the fruit of the 
filbert tree through this hole to the earth, 
and in 1812 the seedling was seen rising 
through that unwonted channel. As ita 
trunk gradually grew through this aper- 
ture and increased, its power to raise the 
ponderous mass of stone was speculated 
on by many.

©. Miss Wynne has corresponded with 
the Society, and extracts from her letters | 
have been frequently printed in this 
journal. 

After the close of the school, in June 
last, Mr. Arthur Sumner, its Principal, 
came North, and soon after, addressed | 
the following letter to the Winchester | 
Society: 


CAMBRIDGE, Aug. 16, 1867. 

I want to interest you and all charita- 
ble people of your community, in the 
case of Miss Lizzie Wynne—the teacher | 
who is supported by the Winchester 
Freedmen’s Aid Society. 

This young lady, and her sister Maggie | 
are natives of Charleston. When the 
Freedmen’s schools were opened in that | 
city, in the spring of 65, these girls ob- | 
tained situations in them as teachers; and | 
have continued ever since to work in the | 
colored schools with such hearty good- 
will, energy, and intelligence, that they | 
are regarded as the very best native 
teachers in the city. For two years past | 
they have been among my most yalued 
assistants in the Morris street school, of | 
which I have charge; and. I can fairly | 
say, that I much prefer them to some of | 
the ladies who have come down from the 
North. 

With Irish parents, apd the Catholic re- 
ligion, they ought to have been the bit- 
terest of rebels and negro haters. But 
in fact, they have a genuine good feeling 
for the blacks,—shown by many deeds of | 
kindness. They have completely identi- | 
fied themselves with the “nigger school 
ma’ams,” and incur more than the usual 
amount of odium among the “high-toned.” 
I do not know where to find, outside of 
New England, two such capable, willing, 
and wide-awake girls. They work like 
steam engines, and are always on hand 
for any extra duty, in or out of school. 
If any of the teachers are sick, the 
Wynnes are always ready to take care 
of them. But they lack education, ane 
are determined to have it. And that 
brings me to the point. 

They cannot both leave home, but it is 
their strong desire that Miss Lizzie 
should go North toa Normal School, 
and, coming back, impart the wealth of | 
her knowledge to her sister, who must | 
stay at home to keep the pot a boiling. 
‘They have no money; and I write now | 
to commend the case to your society and 
to the people of Winchester. Only a few 
hundred dollars are needed, to give Miss 
Wynne a first rate education at a Nor- 
mal School. Those who contribute from | 
thei? wealth or from their poverty, to | 
this end, will have the satisfaction of | 
knowing that their money will help fur- 
nish an excellent and a permanent teach- | 
er, among the Freedmen of Charleston, | 
The Northern Societies will probably | 
withdraw from the support of schools at | 
the South, in two or three years; and all | 
our corps of trained and accomplished | 
teachers must then be called home, But | 
here will be one, at least, in Charleston, | 
to carry out the most advanced New| 
England modes and views of teaching. | 
Her education will cost little more than | 
half what is necessary to support a| 
Northern teacher at the South for only 
one year,

Once more from this rock-ribbed isle 
| of/the sea, I date my epistle. A pleasant 
| rile last Tuesday, over the Eastern Rail- 
road to Portsmouth and thence by the 
Steamer Pioneer, brought me hither 
about 1 o'clock, P. M., of that day. The 
sea voyage was quite rough and the 
weather cool, and judging from the looks 
/Of many of the female passengers, and 
| the eagerness with which they applied 
jsundry lemons to their mouths, they 
| were not wholly free from internal dif- 
| ficulties, 

I find the appearance of this island 
pretty much the same as when I visited 
ita year ago, It has not wholly recoy-

| Mother Cary’s chickéns, who hovered 
| around the boat, and were evidently well 
| pleased with the bountiful supply of good 
| things provided forthem. Some bravely 
persevered under these inward. strivings 
and unavoidable bringings forth, and 
during the intermissions, succeeded in 
catching quite a quantity of cod, haddock 
and other fish. One of the crew from 
Leominster was the only one who was 
/}unmoved amid the moving scene around 
him, and fairly earned the reputation of

casting, not merely his bread, but his 
whole dinner, upon the waters not ex- 
pecting or desiring to have it returned 
again. 

The inexperienced seamen from Hins- 
dale, who is more at home on land 
on the broad Atlantic, was able to come 
out second best in the number of fish 
caught, although he had the prevailing 
disease. The young members of our 


crew, from Syracuse, also inexperienced | 


upon the water did good service as fish- 
ermen, one of whom caught the largest 
number of fish and aided in 
the drooping spirits of the crew, although 
himself and his companion done their 
part in the distribution of the rations, 
The veteran from Georgetown, who had 
roughed it amid the wilds of California 
for many years, Was somewhat troubled 
internally and found that rest was better 
for him than fishing without having a 
bite. Though rocked in the cradle 


our infancy was rocked, lull us to sleep, 
| but only served to stir up more deeply 
those inward longings which could not 
be satisfied. All came to the conclusion 
that a life on the ocean wave was not 
altogether desirable, just then, but that 
as land lubbers they must get acclimated 
before they could endure its stern  real- 
ities.

Here was an un- 
expected dilemma, and to add to it, it 
was stated thet there was no compass on 
board the boat. But weighing anchor 
our skipper piloted the boat in what he 
deemed to be the right direction, which 
proved to be correct, and after sailing 


awhile we heard the dashing of the waves 


upon the rocks and saw the shore of 
Affledore. 
was found to be on board, so that 
felt safer. 

After a good deal of beating around, 
our veasel reached the shore and the suf- 
fering crew were released from further

circumstances. It should be mentioned 
here, that the heavy man of our party 
from Concord, N. H., realizing his own 
weakness, which was some two hundred 
and sixty pounds, prudently forbore to

of ty Wanderings I want to give my) 
readets sotne items from the early rec- 
‘ords of these islands which contain a 
strange medley of facts pertaining to its | 

history and that of its inhabitants. 

The first entry in the book which I 
| perused was dated Dec. 11th, 1731, (one 
hundred and thirty-six years ago) and is | 
a copy of the Warrant for a Town Meet- 
ing, to give the Rev. John Tucke a call 
to settle as their minister. It appears! 
|that the reverend gentleman was duly 
called, accepted. His salary at first was 
110 pounds money. He was also voted 
50 pounds towards his building 4 horse | 
gratis; a convenient piece of land for to 
set his house and a garden spot where he 
chooses, if to be bad, and the privilege of 
keeping one cow on the island. He was 
ordained July 26, 1732. 

In 1756 it is recorded that the minis- 
ter’s salary shall be paid in winter fish, 
each man one quintal. In 1769, a Com- 
/mittee was appointed to wait upon the 
minister and “see whether he was wil- 
ling to take one quintal of fish each man, 
orto take the price of quintal in old 
tenor, which he answered this, that he 
thought it .was easier to pay the fish 
than the money, which he consented to 
take the fish for the year.” This minis- 
ter died Aug. 12,1773, at the age of 72 
years, and was buried upon the island. 

“Tn the year 1775 after the American 
| Revolutionary war commenced, the pros- 
perity of these Islands began to decline. 
Many of the most wealthy and respecta-| 
ble inhabitants through fear of the enemy 
left the island and never returned, 

After the death of Rev. Mr. Tucke, 
the Rey. Jeremiah Shaw preached here a 
great part of the years 1774 and 1775. 
From that time to Aug. 1800, the inhabi- 
tants have had only occasional preach- 
ing. Towards the close of the war Mr. 
| Tucke’s house was taken down and 
jcarried to Old York, by his son-in-law, 
| About the year 1790, some of the people 
| of the baser sort not having the fear of 
| God before their eyes pulled down and 
| burnt the meeting house, which was a 
|neat and convenient building and had 
| been greatly useful not only as a place 

for religious worship but as a landmark 
for seamen approaching the coast.” Oct. 
} 29, 1800, a new church building was com- 
| pleted and Nov. 14th it was dedicated, 
which had been built through the be- 
nevolence of certain friends. 

In 1826, Jan. 2d, this meeting house 
{was destroyed by fire. 

In Sept. 1830, another new meeting 
| house was dedicated, which is the pres- 
‘ent one. 

In May 25, 1832, there were on 
lisland 15 families, (99 souls.) 

It seems that from 1804 to 1845, there 
was no annual or legal meeting of this 
}town and on the last named year one 
| was held in answer to a petition of cer-

Rev. Abraham Plumer, came here 

July 28, 1844, and remained here until 
Aug. 2, 1848. During his stay the school 
house was built, the parsonage bouse re- 
paired through his instrumentality. 
j did most of the work himself. 
His snecessor in the ministry, was 
| Rev. L. D. Blodgett, of Rye, who con- 
jtinued here till Sept. 29, 1849,“when_ it 
became manifest to his employers that 
for lack of interest in bis labors he could 
accomplish no good among the people, 
he was permitted to leave.” 

Ata ‘Town meeting in the year 1854, 
it was “Resolved, That our member to 
the Legislature be, and he is hereby in- 
structed to secure the passage of a bill 
securing to us our natural rights.” 

The same society sent here in the year 
1800, the Rev. Jedediah Morse, of 
Charlestown, Mass., as a Missionary and 
School Master. We found on this island 
(Star) 15 families (92 souls) “the most of 
them in a state of great poverty and 
wretchedness such as to force the tear of 


|

tev. Geo. Beebe, came here in April 


1856, acted as doctor, and it is recorded 
| that for the year ending March 11, 1857, 
the inhabitants of Gosport had given him 
about $80 in presents and money:

Among the records of the marriages, 
| births and deaths, is the following sin-

After giving the record of the mar- 
riage of two couples, it goes on to say 
that “the two couple above mentioned, 
had been published eight or ten years 
ago (but not married) and cohabited to- 
yvether since and had each a number of 
children. Mr. ML, had been formerly 
married to another woman, who had left 
him and cohabited with her unclé by 


whom she has a number of children. No 
regular divorce had been obtained, Con- 


sidering the peculiar deranged state of 
the people on these islands and the igno- 
rance of the parties, it was thought ex- 
pedient in order as far as possible to pre- 
vent future sin, to marry them,” 

The records contain the resulfé of the 
labors of many missionary teachers 
among this people and the good resulting 
from them, 

May 8, 1813, Ship Sagunto stranded 
on Smutty Nose Isle—12 bodies picked 
up. 

The present pepulation of this island is 
112, its male members are employed in 
fishing, tis stated that several New 
York gentlemen have offered $15,000 for 
Appledore island and been = refused. 
Also, that $1,500 has been offered to an 
Irishman by the name of Haley, who 
owns Shell Island, whieh cost him. $100, 
refused, 

Much more might be written about 
these isles, but I have already exceeded 
my limits and heping that my .seaders 
may find some entertainment In these 
rambling jottings and be induced 
come hither and stand upom rocks which 
cannot be moved, FP. gubseribe myself;

Cuntous PHENOMENON IN IRELAND. 

Rey. Patrick Malone, a parish priest in 


Ireland, furnishes a Dublin paper with 


an account of a curious phenomenon 
which oecured on the Irish coast recent- 
ly. He thus describes it: 

“The side of a mountain was raiséd 


from its bed, and snddenly breaking up

The agriculturist, 
the merchant, the manufacturer, and the

times are in a bad way, while the leading 
men of the West are urging a still further 
and indefinite expansion of the eurrency.

We may congratu- 
late ourselves upon the prospect of a new 
Station Ifouse, one which will be not 
only light, airy and convenient, but as 
substantial, if not more ornamental, than 
any public building within the limits of

It will be built of brick, with freestone 
trimmings, and granite door stones. 
The doors and windows will be arch top, 
and the windows raised above the 
ensuring light and air, The train room 
will be two hundred and twenty feet in 
length, by fitty-four feet in width; it will 
contain three tracks which 
modate twelve long passenger cars; a 


platform twelve feet in width, will occn- | 


py the entire length of the west side of 


this room, and from this platform are | 
doors leading to the several apartments, | 


which are entirely separate from each 
other. The walls 
16 feet in height above the track, and 
will support an iron truss roof, similar to 
the one on the Station house in Boston, 


This truss work will be covered with two | 


inch plank, planed upon both sides, 
tongued and grooved, and upon this plank- 
ing will be laid the best Vermont slate. 
At the apex of the roof will be an open 
space or ventilator, for the escape of 
steam and smoke, The main entrance 
or vestibule will be twelve feet by twen- 
ty, and about ten feet from the sidewalk.
